Ill Claims 1-12, drawn to isolated DNA molecules encoding human CSPK-3, vectors 
and host cells comprising said DNA molecules and methods of expressing said 
molecules, classified in class 435, subclass 194. 

IV. Claims 1-12, drawn to isolated DNA molecules encoding human CSPK-4, vectors 
and host cells comprising said molecules and methods of expressing said 
molecules, classified in class 435, subclass 194. 

V. Claims 1-12, drawn to isolated DNA molecules encoding human CSPK-5, vectors 
and host cells comprising said molecules and methods of expressing said 
molecules, classified in class 435, subclass 194. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 
The DNA molecules of Groups I-V are patentably distinct each fi-om the other because 
each product is directed to a kinase of unrelated structure and fianction. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
